Talk  quality,  and  the  price  will  take  care  of 
H's  self.  Following  are  a  few  descriptions  of  our  best  sellers. 
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Thepage  Early  Dent.  A  combination  of  white  and  yellow  dent  produced 
on  both  red  and  white  cobs.  It  is  well  adapted  for  ensilage  in  sections  of  high 
elevation.  Ears  are  8  to  10  inches  long,  stalks  from  10  to  12  feet  high. 

Eure’s  Favorite.  (Northern  Grown)  A  hybrid  variety  growing  from  10  to  12 
feet  high.  Ears  10  to  12  inches  long.  Large  bright  yellow  kernels. 

Golden  Ensilage.  This  variety  has  proven  to  have  great  merit.  8  to  10  feet 
tall,  ears  8  to  10  inches  long,  somewhat  similar  to  West  Branch  in  appear¬ 
ance,  except  the  kernels  are  more  yellow. 

Cornell  No.  11.  Heavy  yielding,  matures  in  the  northern  states.  Ears  9  to  11 
Inches  long,  stalks  about  8  feet  high.  Bright  yellow.  One  of  the  best  for 
ensilage. 

Minnesota  No.  13.  A  90  day  variety  producing  ears  averaging  8  inches  in 
length,  with  16  to  20  rows  of  bright,  rich  yellow,  smooth  kernels.  A  fine  dent 
for  northern  planting. 

Golden  Glow.  An  early  variety  growing  8  to  10  feet  high,  bearing  ears  6  t© 
9  inches  long,  with  golden  yellow  kernels.  Is  highly  recommended  for 
ensilage. 

Page's  West  Branch.  Ears  10  to  12  inches  long,  about  8  inches  in  circumfer¬ 
ence.  Golden  yellow  grains,  some  with  reddish  cast, some  with  white  caps. 
Often  yields  as  high  as  20  tons  of  ensilage  to  the  acre.  Our  strain  is  the  best.

THE  PAGE 
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Vegetable  Gardens  Coming  Back 

After  the  war,  with  its  enforced  vegetable  growing  as  a  war 
measure,  vegetable  gardening  went  into  temporary  eclipse  and  veg¬ 
etable  gardens  which  had  dotted  every  small  lot  during  the  war 
days  disappeared  and  gave  place  to  flower  gardens  in  a  great  ma¬ 
jority  of  cases.  The  family  gardening  burden  passing  to  the  distaff 
side  of  the  house. 

The  pendulum  has  now  swung  in  the  other  direction  and  vege¬ 
table  gardening  is  coming  back  to  the  place  its  importance  nor¬ 
mally  deserves  in  the  home  grounds.  In  urban  centers  there  is 
excellent  reason  for  abandoning  vegetable  gardens.  This  is  the 
fine  variety  of  fresh  vegetables  carried  by  green  grocers  who  are 
numerous,  the  combination  of  a  fruit  and  vegetable  store  being  a 
modern  development. 

With  the  movement  toward  the  suburbs  and  the  country,  especial¬ 
ly  during  the  summer  months,  it  is  not  so  easy  to  telephone  or 
step  over  to  the  store  and  make  selections.  The  automobile  has 
tended  to  make  distance  much  less  important  than  it  was  a  few 
years  ago. 

The  vegetable  garden  becomes  a  real  convenience,  and  once  es¬ 
tablished  it  :s  a  home  utility  that  will  not  be  dispensed  with,  as 
vegetables  gathered  at  one’s  own  back  door,  saves  many  steps, 
much  gasoline,  and  considerable  time.  In  addition  there  is  the  one 
unpurchasable  factor  of  quality.  No  matter  how  well  refrigerated 
and  cared  for,  store  vegetables  cannot  have  the  same  fine  qualities 
as  those  gathered  a  few  minutes  before  they  go  into  the  kettle  and 
to  the  table. 

Then,  too,  the  home  garden  offers  a  choice  of  varieties  which  the 
market  does  not  give.  Market  gardeners  are  conservative,  trusting 
to  staples,  and  productiveness  is  more  of  a  criterion  in  selecting 
seeds  of  varieties  than  quality.  They  are  slow  to  discard  an  old 
reliable  variety  for  an  improvement.  For  variety  and  quality, 
vegetables  must  be  grown  at  home. — The  National  Garden  Bureau.
